Governor Joseph M. Brown yester- 
day submitted to both houses of the 
gmeneral assembly a message calling 
attention to the depleted condition of 
the treasury, and the necessity for 
early legislation to provide for the 
financial emergency with which the 
State is confronted. 

With his message, Governor Brown 
transmitted a statement from State 
Treasurer J. Pope Brown, showing 
that there is only $41,726.25 in the 
treasury available for general  pur- 


> \poses—only about half enough to pay 
the expenses of the 


legislative  ses- 


sion. 

The receipts from convict hire are 
not menticned in Treasurer Brown's 
report. If this fund is considered 4s 
unavailable for anything except ex- 
penses of the prison department, then 
as a matter of fact, there is a decided 
deficit in the amount of cash in hand 
available for general purposes. The 
convict hire to be accounted for, it is 
stated at the treasury department, 
amounts to approximately $690,000. 
That would leave a deficit of nearly 


_ $20,000, so far as the general fund in 
the treasury is concerned. 


. Deficit Will be. increased. 

In this same statement, Treasurer 
Brown shows that the estimated _ re- 
ceipts for the current quarter are 
$330,000, while the estimated disburse- 
ments are $530,000, which means that 
the - rter which will end September 
30 wii Qdd $200,000 more to this deficit. 

To meet this situation, Governor 
Brown recommends that the fund in 
the treasury arising from the Hcense 
tax on the sale of near beér, amount- 
ing to more than $227,006, or such part 
of it as the legislature may deem 
proper, be made available for general 
purposes.

Gray will be remembered as_ the 
man who turned up a gang of dyna- 
miters and safe-blowers, and  after- 
wards told a number ‘of remarkable 
tales about himself. 

._The state court of appeals rendered 
a decision yesterday, refusing Gray a 
new trial just a few minutes before 
Judge N. A. Norris, of @obb superior 
court, signed'an order for.a hearing 
upon an extraordinary mction for new 
trial, on July 31. The order was grant- 
ed upon représentations made by Hon. 
H. B. Moss, representative from Cobb 
county, who is Gray’s attorney. 

Accompanying the request for a 
hearing Mr. Moss presented to Judge 
Morris affidavits from the sheriff and 
other officials in Nebraska, going to 
show that Gray was in jail in: that 
state from September, 1908, to Jan- 
uary, 1909, serving a sentence on the 
charge of having used the mails for 
fraudulent perposes.

The Mississippian had just learned 
of his son's conviction, and, knowing 
that he was in Nebraska at the time 
the crime for which he was convicted 
was committed in Georgia, he came 
here to see about getting him out of 
the penitentiary. He stated, that, if 
necessary, he woul arter a car and 
bring twenty-five or more“ <«rsons 
from Nebraska to Georgia, each one 
of whom would swear in court. that 
Gray was confined in jail in that state 
when he is alleged to have passed 
forged express orders in Georgia. 

Gray’s picture is attached to each of 
the affidavits made by the Nebraska 
officials who are ready, if need be, to 
come te Georgia to back up their as- 
sertions. 

A Miscarriage of Justice. 

So strong is the alibi which Mr. Moss 
angi Gray’s relativés have secured in 
his behalf that the officials of Cobb 
Superior court are almost convinced 
that a miscarriage of justice has been 
committed. 

It is stated, too, that the attorneys 
for the Southern and Western Express

HOUSE HUMORIST 


CALLED BY DEATH 


Francis W. Cushman Suc- 


cumbs to Pneumonia. 


While He Was Known as the 
“House Humorist,” He Was 
Also Recognized as One of 
the Ablest of Congressmen. 


New York, July 6.—Francis W. Cush- 
man, representative in congress from 
Tacoma, Wash., died at 5 o'clock this 
morning at Roosevelt hospital from 
pneumonia. At the bedside at the time 
were, beside the doctors and nurses, 
United States Senator Samuel H. Piles, 
of Washington, and Andrew S. Bur- 
leigh, of this city, a life-long friend. 

Congressman Cushman underwent an 
operation a short time ago, and pneu- 
monia resulted. Senator Piles and Mr. 
Burleigh, who had been with the pa- 
tient almost constantly since his con- 
dition became serious, said they would 
make arrangements for the sending of 
the body to Washington. 

Known as “House Humorist.” 

Washington, July 6.—While Repre- 
sentative Cushman pogsessed unchal- 
lenged the title of “House Humor- 
ist,” he was universally regarded as 
far more than that. His high ability 
Was recognized by Speaker Cannon in 
committee assignments, particularly to 
fill a vacancy on the ways and means 
committee when a great tariff bill 
was pending. A striking thing about 
Representative Cushman was that he 
never displayed his gift of humor to 
the house for mere amusement, but 
always with a view of impressing his 
view more forcibly upon that body. His 
stvie of expression and his homely ap- 
pearance had much to do with the ef- 
fect of his remarks. 

One of his first speeches to attract 
a@itention touched on the efforts of the 
panic in 1893. In describing the im- 
poverished condition to which his con- 
stituents were reduced, he said they 
were forced to live on clams, washed 
ashore by the incoming tide. ‘Their 
stormachs,” he concluded, “rose and fell 
with the rising and falling of the 
tide.” 

His Humor Effective. 

He probably will be long remember- 
ed by reason of the effectiveness of his 
humor in the debates on the Payne 
tariff bill in the house. His speech in 
defense of retaining the duty on lum- 
ber secured several additional votes 
for the duty. His acquiescence to a 
rule for a vote on the Payne bill, which 
reduced rates On iumber, assured its 
passage. In describing his feelings to the 
house he likened them to those of a cow- 
puncher in Wyoming, whose ability to 
raise 1,000 cattle in one summer with 
one cow as a starter, caused a rope to 
be placed around his neck by a vig- 
ilance committee. 

“They asked Bill 
sdy,”’ explained Mr. 
Bill rolled his quid into the other 
cheek and said: ‘Well, gentlemen, I 
suppose I’ve got more interest in this 
performance than any other gentle- 
Man present, but I am the least en- 
thusiastic over the program.” 

The Washington congressman held 
the title of being the homeliest man 
in the house, and looking more like 
Lincoin than any other public man of 
recent years. In summarizing his ca- 
reer once, he said he had been a wa- 
ter boy, section hand, cowboy, school 
teacher, lawyer and congressman. He 
wes in congress for more than ten 
years.

| DENATURED ALCOHOL 


NO GOOD TO FARMERS 


Removal of Tax Has Not Been 
Beneficial---Inspectors 
Dismissed. 


Washington, July 6.—Seventeen § in- 
spectors and four revenue agents on 
the denatured alcoho! rolls of the inter- 
nal revenue bureau have been dismiss- 
ed because their services are no longer 
neded. 

It is explained that the expectation 
that denatured alcohol would make 
rapid strides in supplanting gasoline 
as a motive power for small farm en- 
zines, automobiles, ete., has been dis- 
appointing, first, because the engines 
now in use are not adapted to alcohol: 
and, second, because of its comparative- 
ly high cost of manufacture by pres- 
ent methods. 

So far as any direct benefit to the 
farmers of the country ts concerned, 
the removal of the tax. of $1.10 a gal- 
lon-on denatured alcohol had been, up 
to this time, inconsequential. It was 
expected by the friends of the measure 
in removing the tax ‘hat low grade 
potatoes, corn stalks and other cheap 
products in the production of denatur- 


ed alcofiol that could successfully com-

Sewanee, Tenn., July 6.—(Special.)-— 
Bishop Guerry, of South Carolina, and 
some time chaplain of the University of 
the South, open@d the Conference on 
Southern Problems with an address on 
the “Political Solidarity of the South 
Today” last night before a large au- 
dience in the University chapel, The 
stand taken by the bishop is quite rev- 
olutionary to most people in the south 
and his oration has elicited a great 
deal of discussion pro and con.

“But a ’ patriotism which begins at 
home, which is true and loyal to the 
state and section to which one belongs, 
is surely not incompatible with that 
large loyalty and patriotic pride which 
one feels in the nation as a whole.

No development in recent years mote vividly indicts the patchwork policy, 
and lack of uniformity in method that has characterized the city’s attitude 
toward the issue of municipal improvements than the present commendable 
and aggressive campaign of the second and third ward clubs to conserve e 
interests of that wide and important section of the city. 

The citizens of these populous districts have at last wa..ened to the ‘act 
that the only way to obtain results is to go efter .hehM. They have trans- 
muted: the theory into action, with the consequent probability of securing 
municipal improvements and facilities lone and inexcusably denied one of 
the most neglected sections of the city. 

For the last ten years Phe Constitution has directed attention to the 
manner in which the paving interests of these wards were being ignorec. 
With each successive municipal admmistration we have pleaded for sue¢h 
substantial improvements as would give the city-at-large well-paved access 
to Grant Park through these contiguous’ wards, instead of keeping that 
popular resort and the adjacent territory virtually isolated by reason of 
disreputable and inefficient street pavements. One mayor after another has 
been conmmitted to such a policy, and has clamored for its execution, without 
being able to ultimately obtain results. 

Now that the parties most immediately at interest are exerting them- 
selves, the prospects for permanent relief are more promtsing than ever.

They believe that when the congestion of impure water and sewage 
blows man-holes four fest in the air,. polluting the nearby ground with the 
product, there can be no question of that particular sewer being overtaxed. 

They believe that more-main sewers at the expense of the city, instead 
of more lateral sewers at the expense of property owners, are needed, 
when the former are already unable to dispose of the outflow of the latter.

To give it validity, three-fourths of the states must approve such an 
amendment. With twelve of the commonwealths able, therefore, to defeat 
the project, it is not apparent that the passage of the resolution: by congress } 
would appreciably advance the prospects for an income tax’ 

The New England states, almost as a unit, are likely to vote against the: 
amendment; and it will be a comparatively simple matter to secure thé 
requisite additional number of states to make up the desired auota. 

As against this tortuous and uncertain process, there is the infinitely 
more practical method of the direct enactment of an income tax by congress. 
A single changed vote in the supreme court defeated the constitutionality of 
the original democratic measure. The persongel of the court has since al- 
tered radically, public sentiment has overwHelmingly crystallized and the 
balance of probability is that the negative ballot of a few years ago would 
become the affirmative ballot of today.

New Bills Introduced. 

Among the new bills and resolutions 
introduced in the house of representa- 
tives yesterday was a resolution by Mr. 
Vinson, of Bajdwin, calling on the 
senators and representatives from 
Georgia in congress to support a meas- 
ure to require the taking of statistics 
of cotton held on hand by cotton 
Y mills. 

The resolution recites that crop sta- 
tistics are now taken and are of great 
benefit to the buyers of cotton, and 
that fair play requires that cotton 
stocks of mills be known to the pro- 
ducers of cotton for their guidance in 
marketing their crop. 

Another resolution by Mr. Vinson, of 
Baldwin, protests against the fictitious 
dealings in agricultural products of 
the exchanges of the country. 

Child Labor Bill. 

The child labor bill, introduced by 
Mr. Alexander, of Chatham, has cre- 
ated a great deal of interest and pro- 
voked much comment throughout the 
state. It provides some restrictions on 
the employment of every person under 
the age of 18 years.

SMASHED BY WOMAN 
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TOU. S. SENATE 


Election ‘Formality as He 
»Was Primary. Nominee. 


His Name Was Placed in Nom- 
ination by Hon. John M. Sla- 
ton, State Senator From the 
35th _ District---Tributes Paid 
to Mr. Clay. 


Honorable Alexander Stephen Clay, 
of the county of Cobb, was yesterday 
re-elected for a third term in the 
United States senate to succeed him- 
self. 

The casting of the vote yesterday 
was merely a formality, as Senator 
Clay was nominated in the primary of 
last year. But the law says the gene- 
ral assembly shall elect, so the two 
houses sitting separately yesterday 
elected Senator Clay, the nominee of 
the primary. He received every vote 
cast, thirty-seven in the senate and 
150 in the house. 

In the senate the nomination was 
made by President Slaton, who placed 
Senator Burwell in the chair and took 
the floor to make the nomination as 
the senator from the Thirty-fifth dis- 
trict, which includes the county of 
Cobb. 

In the house Mr. Moss of Cobb made 
the nominating speech, during the 
course of which he pajq@ eloquent tri- 
bute to Senator Clay's ability, honesty 
and triumph over obstacles. The nom- 
ination was seconded in brief speeches 
by Messrs... McElreath of Fulton, 
Wright of Floyd, Boyd of Spalding. 
Butt of Fannin, Upshaw of Douglas, 
Huie of Clayton, Davis of Dougherty 
and Daniel of Cobb, 

By unanimous consent the nomina- 
tion speeches in the house were made 
under a suspension of the rules, which 
permitted laudatory remarks. 

In the course of his speech, Mr. Cobb 
told of the early struggles and subse- 
quent successes of Senator Clay in a 
picturesque way. He sald: 

His Struggles and Successes. 

“When I was a little boy helping 
my father on his farm jn old Cox’s 
district in the county of Cobb, near by 
was another boy somewhat my ggenior 
working on his father’s farm on the 
banks of Sweetwater creek. His 
mother with prophetic visions as por- 
trayed by the name wWith which she 
christened him, saw the spark that 
would lead her boy from the corn- 
fields into the counsels of the nations. 
This boy by attending the common 
schools between plow time and har- 
vests, became sufficiently educated to 
teach school. From this he saved his 
earnings and entered college. By a 
continuation of teaching and studping 
alternately he graduated. Having cém- 
pleted his course he entered the prac- 
tice of law at Marietta, his home town. 
where he built up a good practice and 
became a trusted counsellor. He was 
elected to this house three times in 
succession, and to the _ position of 
speaker. Soon afterward he became a 
member of the state senate and presi- 
dent of that body. Then in the order 
of his climax he was elected to the 
United States senate. 

“As a citizen he is honest and oblig- 
ing: as a lawyer he is true to his 
trust: as a legislator he was a servant 
of the people: as a prasiding officer 
his rulings were fair and impartial. 
He is a man of the people, his every 
effort in the halls of the national leg- 
islature is for the people at home.” 

“Am Honor to the State.” 

In seconding the nomination Yr. 
McElreath of Wulton said that no man 
whom Georgia had ever sent to the 
United States senate had reflected anv- 
thing but honor upon the state. He 
said there. was no pariiamentary body 
in the world comparable to the United 
States senate, and that the election of 
Senator Clay to tht body was one 
of the romances of American politica! 
life. 

In his seconding speech Mr. Wright 
of Floyd referred approvingly to Sen- 
ator Clay’s recent speeches against the 
Sugar trust. 

Mr. Boyd of Spalding said Senator 
Clay had made an honest, worthy and 
capable public official. 

Mr. Davis of Dougherty said south 
Georgia heartily joined with north and 
middle Georgia in admiration of Sen- 
ator Clay’s splendid qualities. “In 
Georgia,” he said, “there is no aristoc- 
racy but that of character and learn- 
ing.” , 

Other eloquent tributes to the nom- 
inee were paid by Messrs. Upshaw of 
Douglas, Huie of Clayton and Daniel 
of Cobb. 

On the roll call Senator Clay received 
150 votes, being the entire number 
cast.

Mr. Wallace started a new churgh and 
raised a tent for a tabernacle. Then 
he had a lot of things to say about 
the Ponders Avenue Baptist church, all 
of which has called for the following 
very salty card which was furnished to 
The Cq@nstitution: 

What the Deacons Say. 

“Editor Constitution: In view of the 
fact that you have unconsciously given 
Mr. Hugh S. Wallace space in your 
paper to misrepresent our church, we 
ask you to give us space also, to cor- 
rect the misrepresentations that have 
been circulated. We have tried to take 
a charitable view of the matter, and 
have tried to excuse Mr. Wallace on 
the grounds of ignorance. 

“As regards to two-thirds of the 
membership of Ponders Avenue Bap- 
tist church going with Mr. Wallace in 
his new church, we, the deacons of 
Ponders Avenue Baptist church, wish 
to state that only four members out of 
a total membership of seventy-seven 
went with Mr. Wallace in his new 
church. We get these figures from 
our church book. 

“As Mr. Wallace persists tn circulat- 
ing the report that the presbytery re- 
fused to ordain him on account of his 
views on communion: we wish to state 
that it is absolutely false. We men- 
tion this in justice to the five min- 
isters that composed this presbytery.

(5) In regard to the teaching of 
the Bible We wish to say that Mr. 
Wallace’s egotism is onlv” surpassed 
by his fgnorance. We hereby publish 
to the world that he is no Missionary | 
Baptist, and in justice to other denom- 
inations, we state that we have con- 
sulted various authorities and have 
vet to find that man who can say to 
what denomination he belongs, 

“(6) In view of these facts we have 
excluded Mr. Wallace from member- 
ship in our church. 

“Summing all these things up, we 
are forced to the conclusion that Mr. ; 
Wallace is a fake pure and simple, and 
we take this method of warning all 
God-fearing people of him. 

“In view of the foregoing facts, it

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STOCK SPECULATORS 
WERE DISAPPOINTED 


They Expected a Revival of In- 


.terest in the Market, but 
the Day Was Dull. 


New York, July 6.—There were 
hopes indulged in by the professional 
element in the speculation that today 
was to witness a revival of active in- 
terest in the stock market. That hope 
was dissipated, as the meager total of 
the day's transactions sufficiently 
shows. Even that slender aggregate 
was done to a proportion of almost 
one-half in the first hour, The expec- 
tation of an awakened interest in 
stocks was based on the seeming eag- 
erness of the market to break through 
the restraints imposed upon it last 
week by the seasonable factor of dull- 
ness, Notwithstanding the progress in 
last week's important money § settle- 
ments and the restraint of the short 
week and the prolonged holiday inter- 
val, prices had been well maintained, 
and speculative opinion seemed to have 
gained in confidence. Foreign mar- 
kets had quoted Americah stocks high- 
er, while the New York efchange was 
closed. The New York traders, in re- 
sponse to these signs of improvement, 
took stocks at the opening with con- 
fidence and sought to extend the ad- 
vance by bidding up prices. The first 
half hour demonstrated that there was 
an amount of stock pressing for sale 
on the advances, which left the trad- 


‘ers in an uncomfortable position with 
| their takings. 


The accumulation of 
buying orders over the week-end with 
its three days closed interval proved 
to be very scanty, and gave no as- 
Sistance to the attempt té@ advance 
prices. There was nothing| to show 
that important speculative interests 
were coming into the market. The 
movement was practically abandoned 
in face of these discouraging, circum- 
stances. The épening advan gave 
place to a reaction, but after the ad- 
vances had been wiped out the down- 
ward movément lost force. \ Prices 
hardened again to best figures ‘in the 
later dullness. News developments 
mostly were favorable to values ‘and 
halting action of the market proved 
something of a puzzle. A large sen- 
timental influence was exercised by the 
heavy tone of United States Steel. The 
selling of that stock was based on 
reiteration of the previous reports 
from Paris that the plan to introduce 
on the Paris bourse had been rejected 
by the authorities. This report met 
with the contradiction from the Paris 
office of the bankers concerned, which 
has accompanied @ach repetition of the 
report of the failure of the plan. The 
denials, however, did not revive the 
tone of United States Steel in the 
market. The reports from trade sources 
of the good rate of recuperation in the 
industry were equally without bene- 
fit to the stock. Besides the favora- 
ble steel trade reports much attention 
was given in the financial district to 
the crop news. The government. crop 
report On condition of crops, to be 
published on Thursday, is looked for- 
ward to as an important factor in the 
speculative movement. Reports from 
“linois, Missouri and Ohio, which ap- 
peared today, were accepted as fore- 
shadowing a highly favorable report 
on Thursday by the bureau report on 
the condition of wheat and eorn. The 
prospects of the corn crop, indicated, 
both by these states’ reports and by 
private estimates, were called brilliant 
in the discussion current in the stock 
market. A substantial improvement to 
be shown In winter wheat during June 
is accepted as a foregone conclusion, 
In view of the shortages in that ceé- 
real, a bountiful crop of wheat in this 
country will be counted a factor of 
first importance in the whele financial 
and industrial outlook. The bank 
statement, published on aSturday, gave 
evidence of the heavy strain of the 
July settlements, but the easy tone of 
today’s market took away influence 
from the showing. The likelihood of 
further exports of gold this week, both 
to Argentina and to Paris, lacked in- 
fluence on stocks for the same reason. 
The rapid progress making with the

the northwest. In addition to this, 
European markets generally were 
weak. owing to liberal wor! ship- 
ments and to prospects of a pon Ha a 
free movement from Russia. The first 
car of new wheat arrived-here from 
Indiana and was offered for sale at 
the sample tables as “no grade wheat.” 
Kansas City and St. Louis each report- 
ea arrivals of thirty carloads with 
8,000 sacks additional by water at the 
latter point. As a result of this heavy 
movement, cash prices at St. Louis 
were said to have been off 20 cents 
compared with Friday’s ‘quotations.

Only two 
witnesses were examined at today’s 
hearing. 

Former Governor William A. Stone, 
of Pennsylvania, testified that as coun- 
sel for Thaw in bankruptcy proceed- 
ings he had had occasion to. observe 
his client clearly and that in the many 
conversations and conferences he had 
with him Thaw had shown uniform 
rationality and intelligence. 

The other witness, Robert Good, a 
glass manufactprer of Poughkeepsie, 
testified that he had met Thaw at the 
time of* his incarceration at the 
Poughkeepsie jail and that he had had 


of twice a week. At all of these vis- 
its, Thaw, he declared, had’ shown ab- 


solutely no evidence of unsound mind, 
but on the contrary had proved him- 
self well informed and of high mental 
attainments. 

The hearing was adjourned until 
Monday, when both sides will submit 
expert testimony by alienists. 

Thaw, who appeared the picture of 
health, was accompanied in court by 
his mother, Mrs. Copley Thaw; his 
sister, the former Countess of Yar- 
mouth; his brother, Josiah Thaw: 
Charles Morschauser, his counsel, and 
Roger O'Mara.
